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THE ARMISTICE. 
Tue intervention of England has been singularly well-timed 
and singularly fortunate. Lord Granville introduced it by a 
dispatch written with singular clearness, manliness, and pre- 
cision. And he seems to have found willing hearers. As we 
last week said, both combatants were close upon an immense 
and needless task. The Prussians must have felt that their 
army—the life-blood of their nation—was wasting with 
disease, and was about to be wasted by severe combat. They 
might be sure that they would win Paris, and destroy the 
armies of the provinces; but they could not be sure at what 
cost these victories would be purchased. Nor, as Count Bis- 
marck must know, is there anything to be gained worth the 
cost, The notion of its being necessary that Cer- 
many should take securities against France because France has 
before now invaded her, is a misapplication of experience. 
is a different country now from what she was when 
|Franee used to invade her. She is now united, she was then 
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disunited. The ex-Emperor has just told us that even stili 


he did not expect to find her united. He expected apathy 
from Bavaria and help from Austria, and if historical pre- 
cedent were to be relied on, he had reason soto think, for Bavari¢ 
has been a French ally time out of mind, and Austria must: 
owe Prussia a return-fight for Sadowa. But such uses of his- 
tory mislead much more than they help. They teach us to 
expect that the same effects will happen when the real cause’ 
are changed, and only the names remain alike. The plain facs 
is that France rose upon the division of Germany, and that she 
has ceased to be able to invade Germany now that German): 
has become united. The notion therefore that Germany 
needs security against France is an error, which so cool % 
thinker as Count Bismarck cannot share. She is herself, novy 
that she is herself, her own best security. And if this be sc 
there is really nothing for Germany to fight for. Even if sha 
wants a rectification of frontier, now that she holds Metz and 
Strasburg she has the best possible material guarantees thai 
she can have what she wishes. Whatever may be the caag 
in a distant future, the France of 1870 could never recover 
Metz and Strasburg from the Germany of 1870. France 
must take what Germany gives, and when a belligerent is 
come to that, there is nothing left to fight for. 


It is yet more obvious that France would gain by peace.

The Prussians 
would instantly pursue him, and instantly destroy him. That 
General Trochu sees this is plain, for he has consented to an 
armistice to avoid the trial.

No revolution ever has been made 
by a majority; insurrections and changes are the work of 
violent minorities, whose energy compensates for their few- 
ness, General Trochu has under his command the provincial 
Mobiles who are against revolution, for in the provinces the | 
passion of revolution is not known; the National Guard | 
which is against revolution, for it represents money and sta- 
bility ; the regular army, which is against revolution, and | 
will put it down if ordered, as by their inherent nature 


regular armies will always. We trust that General Trochu 
will be able to be wise, and the course he has chosen proves 
that he wishes to be wise. 

A stranger conjuncture of circumstances has certainly 
never happened in the world. Such an armistice, with such 
an existing condition, is unexampled. The plan is that, if 
possible, the state of both belligerents after the twenty-five 
days of cessation should be the same as it was before the | 
cessation. But this is not possible. The minds of beth 
must be different. The minds both of the French and 
the German nation are heated and excited; both are now 
ready to dare excessively and to suffer excessively. After a 
few days of calm, a few days to think of peace, both must; be | 
wiser. Both would see that neither can gain anything equal: to | 
the loss of continued war, or comparable to it, The terms |

Of course all may change in a moment, for the negotiations 
are still pending; and when the passions are so wild as now 
all is very brittle. Still the prospect is full of hope—far 
more than we could dream of a week ago.

A CONSTITUTIONAL DEFECT OF THE LAW For}! 
SCHOOL BOARD ELECTIONS. 

Tue principle on which the Education Act gave the cumula- 
tive vote to the electors of a School Board is not only sound 
in itself, but would perhaps have justified a somewhat further |! 
extension of the policy of a constitutional experiment. The 
regular objection to the principle of giving a minority power |! 
to elect a minority of the representatives, is, of course, that for || 

Imperial purposes a minority of one town can as well be 
represented by the majority of another as by a minority |} 

member of its own, and with far less paradox in the machinery, 
while it is hardly likely that any local minority which does |! 
not succeed in carrying the majority of votes in a great many |} 
other places can be powerful enough to deserve representation |}: 
at all. It is obvious, however, that this plan bas no applica- | 
tion to the election of a local School Board. There, if a local |

minority does not succeed in carrying any candidate, it will 
be entirely unrepresented on the School Board of that 
borough or district, while it will be no satisfaction at all 
that in some other borough or district the same party |}, 
have carried their candidate. For the whole object of the 
election is limited to exerting a particular influence on the |) 
management of the schools to which the electors’ children 
are to be sent; and it clearly cannot be any satisfaction at 
all (say) to a Secularist who wishes to have a Secularist school- 
master chosen,or to a Methodist who hopes to get a 
thoroughly “convinced Christian” as schoolmaster, or to 4 
working man who wishes to have an industrial school es- 
tablished in his borough or district, to learn that this has |} 
been effected successfully in some other borough or district |} 
where he has no chance of residing, though it has not been 
effected in his own.

It seems almost a pity that, as the cumulative experiment 
was to be tried at all, and tried, moreover, in well-defined 
localities where there would be little or no danger of wire- 
pullers managing the whole election, it should not have been 
tried in conjunction with Mr Hare's provision for transfering 
to other candidates in succession—the voter’s second and third 
preferences,—such surplus votes as were not needed by the 
voter's first favourite. The principal objection we have always 
| hela to this proposal, as extended over the whole area of 

England—as Mr Hare himself would extend it for 
| parliamentary purposes—has been that as*so vast an 

experiment would entirely baffle party government, without 

scientific calculation by experienced wire-pullers, it would 
practically be worked by caucuses, and the individual elector 
would be compelled to vote as his party leaders told him, 
unless he wished to lose his political influence altogether, 
Now, it is hardly true that this objection applies to limited 
cases like the metropolis, and if not to the metropolis still 
less to any of the special voting districts. We do not see, 
indeed, why, if this plan had been followed, London should 
not have voted as a whole instead of by districts. The local 
districts in London have very little homogeneous organisation. 

Mr Spurgeon’s flock do not, in all probability, live in the 

immediate neighbourhood of Mr Spurgeon’s tabernacle; and 

had they been desirous of choosing Mr Spurgeon for the 

School Board, many of them must have lost the power to 

vote for him simply by living out of the district. And so, 

again, this is no reason at all why, if a working man in 

Lambeth, or a working woman in Lambeth, had an earnest 

enthusiasm for Professor Huxley or Miss Garrett, they should 

have been debarred from voting for them by the fact that 
| Professor Huxley and Miss Garrett live in Marylebone and not 

| in Lambeth. The local ties of special London districts are 
far slighter than in the country, and as London is a place 

| where a distinguished man becomes very soon and very well 
known by many outside the boundary of his own district, 
there seems a special reason why the choice of voters should 
have been somewhat more extended than has hitherto been 
useful. 

But even if this had been thought unwise,—and we can see 
one reason why it might be thought unwise,—there is really 
no reason that we can see against allowing the elector, in 
giving in his list of votes for the candidates of any district, to 
name other candidates to whom his surplus votes might be trans- 

ferred in case the first on his list had no need of more votes 
for success. This would have made the election far less of 

a haphazard affair than it seems likely to be, and would have 

furnished us with a most interesting experiment for possible 

political use. 

We have referred to one objection that might fairly be 
raised against treating the metropolis for this purpose as a 
single electoral district, and allowing any elector in one dis- 
trict to vote for acandidate in another. This objection we 
take to be that, for practical purposes, the Metropolitan 
School Board, when organised, though it may sit as a parlia- 
ment to discuss general principles, will separate into local 
committees charged with the duty of practically superintend- 
ing the school managers of each local district, so that the 
Educational Members for the City will look after and report 
on the City schools, and the Educational Members for West- 
minster, on the Westminster schools. No doubt the efficiency of 
such local committees would be very much injured if they 
were virtually independent of the ratepayers of the particular 
constituency, and had reason to believe that they were, more or 
less, elected by admirers in outlying districts. But then this 
furnishes a fresh argument at least for the application of the 
elector’s power of naming the recipient of his waste votes. For 
if the local members sit, as they probably will sit, as indepen- 
dent committees for administrative purposes, how much im- 
portance that gives to the selection of this committee of from 
four to seven members, who will practically administer the edu- 
cation of a district. Nothing seems more undesirable than that 
two or three members out of any such committee should 
seem to have been elected by accident. Nothing is more 
needful than that those who do in this way administer the 
educational affairs of a district should be carefully and 
deliberately chosen, and feel that they possess the confidence

very possibly a majority, of every local representation will 
owe their choice to those fears of the electors for their special 
favourites, which prevented them from dividing their votes 
with choice No. 2 or No. 3,—who (No. 2 or No. 3) may 
often prove to be men entirely out of the running, simp!

they were not the first choice of any. In point of fact, it 
will often be those who, though not the first in popularity 
with any of the electors, are respected by all, who would iio 
the best work ; yet they will have, we fear, the worst chance 
of all on the system adopted. 


We cannot help thinking then that, even if it were wise to 
limit the London districts to voting for the local candidajes 
of those districts, the School Board elect'>ns, both in London 
and all over the country, would have been vastly improved by 
the adoption of Mr Hare’s rule for the utilisation of waate 
votes. We fully expect that the difficulties of the election, 
which will take place in London at the end of this month, 
will press this point strongly on public attention.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE LAW OF 
COMPENSATION FOR RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. : 


Ix a former article we discussed the principle of the law 
under which railway companies are made liable for accidents 
to their passengers. We have seen that the main liability of 
companies—that of which they complain—arises in fact from 
a very technical view of negligence, by which the negligence 
of a servant is treated as the company’s own, although 
there has been no neglect in getting a proper servant. And 
we have found this unjust, because the servant is in fact only 
a part of the machinery, and it would be equally just to make 
a company responsible for a concealed flaw in an axle as it 
is to make it liable for a concealed flaw in the human ine- 
chanism employed. We have now to see what are the com- 
plaints about the administration of this law. The compaaies 
affirm that its defects are in practice exaggerated ; and some 
of them add that if there existed a different tribunal and a 
different mode of procedure, they would have less objeciion 
to the law itself, 

Here, again, we think the perusal of the evidence will show 
that the complaints of the companies are well founded. In 
the jirst place, there is one great and obvious hardship inci- | 
dental to the lack of any special arrangement for the trial of | 
accident cases. An accident produces a heap of cases, in 
which one portion of the facts to be proved or admitted will 
be the same for all, but there is no arrangement for taking the 
cases together, or making the evidence in one case available in 
another. The consequence is that every accident brings 
forward a crowd of solicitors, who work up their pleadings 
separately, and pile up costs. “ For instance,” says Mr Baron 
Bramwell, “ each man has his own separate suit, his separate 
“ declaration, his separate witnesses, and his separate attorhey ; 
“ not his own separate counsel, for there are generally two or | 
“three of them at the same time; but he has his ‘own | 
“counsel, with separate briefs, involving an imnjense 
“amount of extra and needless expense.” Now : this 
is a disadvantage to which companies need not’ be | 
subjected. By combining the cases arising out of a partivular | 
accident, and bringing them all before the same tribunil, a || 
great portion of the expense would be saved, while the | 
sufferers would have ample opportunity of obtaining just com- | 
pensation. How this may best be done we shall digcusss 
afterwards, but that it ought to be practicable somehow is | 
evident from the very nature of an accident. The only bjec- | 
tion we can think of is the old one—that the heavie; the 
penalty for an accident the better ; but we saw before thai this | 
is not so—that, without being subject to an excessivy and | 
uncertain liability, railway companies would still require:to be | 
as careful as they could be. The neglect to remove ax inci- | 
dental source of expense, which the peculiar nature of the | 
cases to be inquired into renders unnecessary, is productive of 
no public advantage. 

Secondly—tkere are objections to juries as the tribunals in 
accident cases. They are prone to give excessive damiges— | 
higher than would be given against individuals for the same | 
injuries.

sequently the companies are deprived of any substantia] 
power to make fair compromises, and are placed in the || 
hands of the plaintiff's lawyers, who wish to run up bills of 
costs. If they compromise at all they must give an excessive 
sum, otherwise the case will go into Court, and a heavier 
penalty in the shape of costs will fall on the defendant. Qn 
this head, we may remark, the evidence of the judges is not: 
quite in accord with that given for the companies ; the judges 
have not observed cases in which juries only oe such addi- 
tional damages as would carry costs; but this is ive 
testimony only, and we see no reason to doubt that the solici- 
tors of the companies, who must know more than the judges 
of the practical working of cases, speak the truth. They 
unite in saying that long experience has made them avoid 
paying money into Court; and their interest being entirely 
on the side of making very handsome offers, if costs 
could in that way be avoided, it is not likely they would have 
adopted their present practice without sufficient reason. That 
they distrust the tribunal so much is itself evidence against it, 


There is a third set of objections to the present administra- 
tion of the law, with which a complaint against juries is mixed 
up, though that is not the most prominent feature of the ob- 
jection. This is the great liability to fraud. A man may say 
he was in an accident and suffered “internal injuries,” when 
in reality he was not there; and it is difficult to prove the 
contrary. The London and North-Western Company narrowly 
escaped paying 1,000/ to a man who said he was in the 
Abergele accident, but against whom, fortunately, they were 
able to prove a conspiracy to defraud. The time during which 
claims may be made also facilitates imposture. A serious illness, 
arising months after an accident, may be traced to it long after 
the company have forgotten all about it, and they are then much 
at the mercy of the claimant’s witnesses. Sir E. Watkin 
mentions a curious affair of this sort, arising out of a slight 
accident on the Great Northern line in October, 1868. At 
the time two people made claims of a few shillings and a 
few pounds respectively, and that settled the whole matter. 
But “two months [now six months] ago,” he says, 
“the company received a letter of six pages from the soli- 
“ citors of a gentleman who called himself an engineer ; it is 
“a very long account that he gave. The statement was that, 
“in this accident, his hat was driven down upon the bridge 
“ of his nose, that it abraded the skin ; that this slight wound 
“‘ turned into an ulcer, and that the ulcer at last took the form 
“ of a permanent cancer; that he had to consult Dr Nelaton 
“in Paris, and further a doctor in Rome, Dr Mazzoni, I think 
“his name is, and had to undergo an operation, and he now 
“claims 5,000/. The company have no means whatever of 
“ telling whether this gentleman was in the train or not; the 
“ probability is that he was; but after a year and nine months 
“ he has claimed 5,000/, and we have been obliged to send, 
“at very great expense, official persons over to Home to see 
“ Dr Mezzoni, and official persons to Paris to see Dr Nelaton, 
“‘ who, I suppose, will not give an opinion for nothing ; and we 
“ are under a liability for that 5,000J.” 

But bad as these openings tofraud are,they are not the principal. 
As might be expected, the same extravagance in the representa- 
tions of income which is found in settling compensation 
claims on the compulsory acquisition of property, is found 
when compensation is claimed for an accident. Scores of 
instances are mentioned in the evidence, in which the 
companies have defeated fraudulent claims of this sort, while 
others are mentioned where the deception was successful and 
there is no redress. Railway companies are perhaps not more |; 
exposed to this kind of fraud than other people who have to |; 
pay compensation ; but the matter is of more importance to 
them from the number of cases, and there is some cause for 
believing that their risk may also be greater from special 
causes, including the disposition of juries to believe the 
plaintiff’s evidence. And there is one icular danger 
from fraud which has no parallel in the risks of 
individuals or of other companies. Many of the injuries which 
railway accidents inflict are internal—shocks to the spine 
or nervous system; and this class of injuries gives 
occasion both for simulation and that natural exaggera- 
tion of present illness in which patients are apt enough 
to indulge, even without the hope of making money 
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by it, Then the feelings of the juries are worked on. Patients 
are brought into Court, exhibiting every symptom of hopeless 
malady. In fact, however, such patients have a trick of getting 
well, A man gets 6,000/ on the supposition that he is 

ently disabled, and within a short period he is at- 
tending as well as ever to his business, which appears to have 
been in no way injured. A youth with 60/ a-year gets 
1,2007, and twelve months afterwards he is “ dancing at 
“balls,” and has joined his father in business, as if there 
was nothing the matter with him. A barmaid, who received 
“injuries to the spine of a permanent character,” was given, 
as a compromise, 700/ with 300/ costs, and seven months 
afterwards she was “ dancing at the Licensed Victuallers’ Ball,” 
and was soon after married. These are only specimens out 
of a multitude of cases which the companies have followed 
up. Even apart from the cases which are wholly got up 
and which are very serious, the nature of the maladies arising 
from railway injuries ie such that, in the hands of juries, they 
are traps for fining companies. Without going the length of 
some of the witnesses for the companies, who doubt altogether 
the reality of nervous maladies arising long after an accident, 
we may agree that a class of cases of this sort is a natural 
source of fraud, which the ordinary mode of legal investigation 
presents no sufficient means of meeting. 


And we have not exhausted the whole catalogue of com- 
plaints against the working of the present law. Good proof 
is furnished for the assertion that the abuses specified are 
worked into a system by unscrupulous attornies and medical 
men. A great accident brings forward a set of attornies, who 
get hold of sufferers or passengers, advise them to make and 
exaggerate claims, and generally make it a source of profit to 
themselves. Most compensation cases are in fact promoted by 
such attornies, there being comparatively little difficulty in 
effecting a compromise with a respectable solicitor if the 
matter should get into his hands, And there are medical 
men, who make a special study of railway cases, who 
tutor their patients, it is suspected, in the exhibition of appro- 
priate symptoms, and at any rate give a peculiar colour to their 
evidence. Just as there are lunacy doctors, who are never at 
a loss to detect madness, there are railway doctors to detect 
injury to the spine, and nervous shocks fall of latent mischief 
though it may not yet have become apparent. 


In these ways, then, railway companies suffer from the 
administration, as well as from the substance, of the law as to 
accidents. A liability in itself unjust is greatly aggravated 
in practice by the want of special means of combining cases 
which ought to be combined, the defects of the tribunal, and 
the great liability to fraud which is in the nature of the 
injuries for which compensation has to be made. What the 
remedies ought to be for these numerous mischiefs we must 
leave for one more article. 








THE DEFICIENCY OF OFFICIAL KNOWLEDGE IN 


THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THe crushing defeat of Sir Henry Storks at Colchester, the 


second he has sustained this year, brings into prominent relief 
one of the serious weaknesses in our Constitutional system. 
The public service is becoming hampered by the extreme 
difficulty, or rather the impossibility, of iatroducing the best 
officials into Parliament. Formerly the Cabinet of the day 
had alwaye at its disposal a certain number of seats, by 
aid of which it could directly nominate its more important 
agents to the House of Commons, and thus, at the cost of 
some oppression, bring the departments and Parliament into 
irect connection. When the oppression was abolished, the 
end which almost justified it was unfortunately left unpro- 
vided for, the Government of the day probably believing 
either that it would always be influential enough to carry its 
own men, or that constituencies would prefer administra- 
tors to other candidates. The second idea was for a long 
time justified, the electors having, first, a warm sense of the 
value of patronage, and, secondly, a clear appreciation of the 
necessity of strengthening the hands of the Executive. As 
time went on, however, the adoption of the principle of com- 
petitive examination as the key to administrative office, the 
immense extension of the suffrage, and the growth of an 
idea that Government was at best a necessary evil, all com- 
bined to diminish the tendency to accept official candidates, 


while a new and wise etiquette prevented the Government 


| from openly asking the forbearance of electors. There is little 
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doubt that if the Premier in his own name openly affirmed 
that the election of such and such an administrator 
would, in his judgment, be a service to the State, that admi- 
nistrator would be elected; but any interference of the kind | 
would tend towards so fatal an abuse—namely, the introdus- | 
tion of Government candidates after the Napoleonic fashion-— 
that it has most wisely as well as most carefully been avoided. | 
The result is that a great administrator goes before a coti- | 
stituency weighted with an impression that he is being forced | 
upon the electors, but unaided by any exercise of that force, 
whether moral or immoral, and is almost certain to be beaten, 
to the indefinite injury of the whole community. The | 
Government, for example, or rather Parliament, as a whole, | 
requires the presence of Sir Henry Storks, Very great military |} 
changes are at hand, very careful inquiry is needed into | 
the operation of that measure of military hygiene known as 
the Contagious Diseases Act, and very severe attacks are 
expected on the whole system of military intendance.

Members do hear 
Sir Henry Storks, only they hear him under circv'm- 
stances which forbid criticism, examination, or exposure of ‘his 
statements. No English constituency will accept a Cathilic 
candidate, yet it is quite certain that English legislation is 
often affected by the necessity of compromise with certain 
Catholic views. We take leave to doubt whether it is not safer | 
to allow direct rather than indirect lecturing to Parliament, | 
whether the administrators who keep our organisation toge- | 
ther would not be much the better for a little experience of | 
the bracing popular breeze. That Parliament would be the | 
better for them we have no doubt at all, every assembly bene- | 
fiting greatly by the power of obtaining information at first | 
hand, instead of getting it after it has been strained through || 
a mind which lets through much of its most valuable sub- || 
stance; and the benefit would, we believe, be much grecter 
than any which is derived from what after all is a very || 
feeble etiquette.

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transactions. The reason is said to be the unexpected de.

Even if the reduction therefore should pro-' 
duce no increase of traflic to counterbalance it, shareholders ‘ 
have only to dread at the utmost the loss of a quarter from _ 
perhaps a fourth or fifth of their gross receipts, which would i 
hardly make that formidable difference in the annual dividend | 
which is anticipated in some quarters. This is more import- 
ant, because the next dividend will only be partially affected | 
—the reduction only taking effect for two months out of the | 
six in the present half-year; it will not be till the early ' 
months of next year that the effect of the reduction on the | 
gross receipts will demand consideration, and by that time , 
the effect of the measure in bringing traffic, if it is 
to have such an effect, should begin to be felt. We 
confess we have more apprehensions of the effect of the 
opening of the Metropolitan District Railway to Cannon 
street, which cannot now be long delayed. This will provide 
a preferable route to the City for many customers of the. 
Metropolitan. But great as this danger is, there is a con- 
stant resource in the steady additions to the numbers of pas- 
sengers by every route to and from the City ; and just as the 
railways have not diminished the omnibus traffic, we should 
expect that in the long run there will be enough business for | 
all the so-called competing lines of railway within the City.

When 
advances are bargained for on stock that has to be purchased 
and the securities are to remain in the agent’s hands, nothing 
is more tempting than to pretend that the purchase has 
been made, carry on the transaction as if it were a bet 
with the customer, and look forward to being covered 
in the event of loss by independent speculations. The 
public should certainly distrust such agents, and be 
very prompt in every case with the precaution of asking 
the numbers of the stock purchased, which forced on the 
exposure in the present case. But the public very seldom 
take the precautions they ought to take, either in the inspec- 
tion of share registers or other processes essential to inform 
them that the transactions in which they are engaged are pro- 
perly completed. 





Tue WorKING oF THE Banxruprcy Act.—One of 
the Registrars in bankruptcy in a case this week—re 
Keilor—has taken notice of an abuse which he finds to be 
growing up under the new Bankruptcy Act. The application 
was for the appointment of a receiver under a petition for 
liquidation, and it was stated that the creditors had been 
consulted, which he said was a very proper course. He then 
said :—‘“In making these appointments great caution was 
“ necessary, as a loose and dangerous practice had arisen. 
“Tn one case which had come under his notice, a solicitor 
“ had nominated his own brother as receiver; in another case 
“ the solicitor attempted to appoint his son; and on another 
“ occasion the solicitors ought to appoint his clerk to the office 
“of receiver. An instance had also occurred of a person 
“who was a complete stranger to the proceedings having 
“ made an affidavit testifying to the respectability of some 
“ one else with a view to his appointment as receiver, and on 
“ inquiry it turned out that the deponent was the brother of 
“the person he had recommended. These attempts had 
“ been defeated, but great watchfulness was necessary. In 
“ many cases the application must be made by the debtor and 
“ the solicitor, but, if possible, it was very desirable that the 
“ concurrence of creditors should be obtained.” This is car- 
rying out the Act in its spirit, and we hope the Judges in 
bankruptcy will interpret their duties in this manner— 
guarding against hole-and-corner proceedings, and seeing 
that the creditors have a real as well as @ no- 
minal control. The abuse of a debtor making himself 
bankrupt as a step to his own discharge, whether the cre- 
ditors get anything or not, is no longer possible; but some- 
thing like it may grow up under petitions for liquidation, 
where the estate is put into the hands of the bankrupt’s 
friends, and he is discharged with the apparent consent of his 
creditors, simply through the real majority having no suffi- 
cient interest to prove. We hear complaints already that, 
as we anticipated might happen, creditors are api to be 
remiss; but the Judges should encourage them by making 
attention as profitable as they can. Anothersuggestion which 
the Registrar made, that the receiver should in all cases 
give security, appears so obvious that it ought not to have 
been required.

Ir we mistake not we have seen the name of the writer of 
this book at the foot of several contributions respecting China 
in our press—contributions which compared favourably 
with those of ordinary travellers for the information they com- 
municated as to the geology, botany, and natural history of 
China, as well as the material circumstances of its people. "The 
volume now issued amply confirms our impression of the ability 
and shrewdness of the writer. In repeated journeys throughout 
the Northern provinces of China, as well as its sparsely-settled 
colonies in Manchuria, he has evidently used his eyes well, and 
is able to put together an immense mass of facts respecting 
the resources, productions, and industrial appliances of the 
country, and the economic and social condition of its people. 


The information is —— voluminous regarding the 
scientific and practical geology of the country—the latter Bocas 


being especially important from the wonderful stores of coal, 
iron, and other mineral productions which China contains. The 
author has apparently been led to enlarge on this head from its 
bearing on the practical end of opening up of China ; but his infor- 
mation on other subjects is still as full as can be desired, and we 
do not think the Northern provinces, or indeed any part of China, 
have been anywhere so fully described from a similar point of 
view. information as to many of the districts is indeed 
irely novel. 
The book will be looked at now for the light it may throw on 
, our ent relations with China, and the writer's observations, 
from his intelligence and ample means of observation, must at 
least command attention and respect. He is convineed of 
the necessity of firmness in our diplomatic dealings with 
China, in order to avoid the necessity of a war which will 
be much more formidable than any we have yet had. He 
| admits the dislike of the Chinese governing classes to foreigners, 
and points out emphatically how rooted is that dislike in the 
traditional policy of the empire; but he denies that anything is 


with. In his journeyings, which he performed entirely un- 
armed and without escort, he was well received by the multi- 
tude. The notion that Protestant missionaries endanger peace, 
by irritating the people, he denies altogether—apparently on 
good grounds, his own experience being certainly favourable to 
the view that the interior of China, if the governing classes 
did not provoke mischief, could be safely traversed by European 
merchants and missionaries. With Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries there is some danger, but with no other class. 
His view accordingly is, that the safe policy in China is to 
resist firmly the opposition of the mandarins to the open- 
ing up of the country. The provincial governors and 
Government at Pekin are all entangled in a corrupt system, 
which could not continue with the facilities for communication 
which would soon be introduced if free ingress and egress under 
ports were permitted. For this reason they will keep out 
Europeans as long as possible, but they have no solid support 
in the country, and must yield to a firm front. The notion, 
again, that railways and telegraphs and free intercourse with 
Europeans will bouleverser the institutions of the country, the 
author derides as chimerical. Observing minutely on the cir- 
cumstances in which railways will be made, he points out that 
their construction, in the first place, will increase employment, 
and that when made they will not displace canalsa—only trunk 
lines being possible for years, so that they must give addi- 
tional work for canals in the capacity of feeders. So far 
from being injurious to anything in China, railways and 
telegraphs, by facilitating communication, will give that 
strength to a central power which is necessary in the inte- 
rests of internal peace. The author is, moreover, of opinion that 
there is all the more reason for pressing somewhat firmly these 
improvements on the Government of China, because the Chinese 
are not unwilling to adopt foreign improvements. They have 
m constantly taking new notions from the West throughout 
their history. Of modern improvements already, the “‘ steamer, 
where admitted, is thoroughly popular. He gives a good list of 
engineering and other scientific books, which, having been trans- 
inly by missionaries, are reprinted by the Chinese 
themselves, and have a fair circulation. What is objected to is, 
not borrowing from the foreigner, but railways, and telegraphs, 
and similar inventions, which are feared on account of their 
danger toa corrupt system of government. A rather unpleasant 
proof is in fact given of the willingness of the Chinese rulers, 
where they imagine it to be to their interest, to adopt foreign 
inventions :— 
3 Although the present Chinese Ministry are opposed to the introduc- 
tion of railways, telegraphs, and foreign machinery for mining opera- 
| tions, yet ‘they have eagerly adcpted whatever appears conducive to 


| their own interests. | Within the last few years they have established 
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arsenals at various places; at Tientsin, at Nankin, at Shanghai, and at 
Foochow. They have nearly finished an extensive powder-manufacto 
at Tientsin, and are building gun-boats at Shanghaiand at Foocl.ow. 
They are also drilling their troops, even in the interior, in foreign fashion ; 
and are now arranging a system of gun-boats for the coast. They have 
built two or three lighthouses, and contemplate many more. They 
have also established some schools for elementary instruction in these 
departments. In order to carry out these works in as thorough a man- 
ner as they possibly can, they have employed a staff of skilled Kuroppans 
for each locality and each department, at very high salaries. The Son- 
sequence is, that these various establi ts are conducted with great 
vigour, and they are turning out ordnance artillery and ammuniticn ef 
very superior character. Nor is this all. Recent advices from Cjina 
inform me that the Chinese Government have also employed several 
gentlemen for the translation of books, but, unfortunately, these bpoks 
are for the most part to aid them in carrying on their warlike prepara- 
tions in the several departments just alluded to. “They are chijetly 
text-books for the use of students, and embrace works on engineeriz;g in 
all its branches, metallurgy, the manufacture of arms, ammuuijion, 
naval architecture, chemistry, geology, mathematics, navigation, mili- 
tary and naval tactics, translation of the Admiralty’s charts and sajling 
directions for the Chinese coast,” &c. 
The Chinese, in short, are preparing to fight us with our own 
weapons, and a little hesitation on our part may easily seduce 
them into a fatal course. : 
‘The policy which the author advocates is justified in the inte- 
rests of the Chinese themselves, and it may o best deseribeti in 
the author’s own words :—*‘ The old paths, he says, will not ow 
do. China can never again be governed in the old way. ‘The 
country is too large, and foreign ideas have made far too great 
progress for that. New channels must be provided for the ~ew 
ideas ; new means must be adopted to meet the emergency which 
has arisen, else there will be confusion worse confounded. China 
is like a sick man under a course of medicine; having put him 
in this condition, we must not leave him alone, far less trust.him 
to his own devices, for that would prove his ruin. We must 
take him in hand, point out the proper courses, and as fér as 
possible induce him to follow them, until we have set him on his 
feet again in restored health and fresh vigour.” We coufess 
this looks like a suggestion that we should take up the direct 
government of China, or at least adopt a policy which would pro- 
bably have that issue; but the difficulty is now to choose any 
good or perfectly unobjectionable course. We can only repeat, 
in conclusion, that whatever may be thought of thewriter’s polixical 
views, his book is none the less a valuable contribution te. our 
sources of knowledge respecting China. :

(FROM OUR UWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Havre, Nov, 2. 

The Government has been very reticent on the subject of the 
loan. It has given no information as to why it fixed the amount 
at 250,000,000f, when double or triple the sum would have been 
acceptable ; why the subscription was only opened in France 
after it had been closed in England—that is, from Thursdgy to 
Saturday, instead of from Monday to Thursday; why the ‘loan 
was not issued on terms more favourable to the country. I: has 
not even thus far stated the amount subscribed either in England 
or France, and yet it would be of great interest to know to ‘what 
extent the French people themselves, under existing cireum- 
stances, intrust their Government with their money. If al 
towns are like Havre, the confidence felt in it must be rather 
great, the contribution of this place to the subscription being not 
less than 2,000,000f; but it is doubdtful that many other .owns 
have the public spirit manifested here. 


The conditions of the loan are blamed by many persons gs far 
too onerous. It is said that to require only 425t to be paid for a 
bond of 500f, and to give 30f or 6 per cent. interest for it, is to 
assume that the 3 per Cent. stock of France is worth only about 


40f, and yet the last quotations of it at Paris have been from 52f || 


to 538f. It is said, too, that the Government being only a crea- 
tion of “the pavement ” at Paris, with no other national 
sanction than that arising from non-resistance, ought to have 
left such a grave matter as the raising of a loan to 
the National Assemb'y, which must of abs»lute necessity b: very 
shortly elected ; and that in the meantime financial diffi-ulties 
might have been tided over by the employment on a large scale 
of Treasury bills, even if it had been requisite to give in'erest of 
7 or 8 per cent. on them, and to hawk them in foreign markets. 
People wou'd very much like to know the “commissions” given 
for the raising of the money. Contractors of late years have mnaged 
to get in that shape enormous sums from Italy, Austria, Turkey, 


Tunis, Egypt, Spain, Russia, and other borrowing countries ; and ;, 


though in the loans of Imperial France their services were osten- 
sibly dispensed with, the public at large being appealed to, they 


on one pretext or other continued to make something considerable. | ; 


Seeing the necessitiesof France at the presentmoment, seeirz, too, 
tht foreign help was solicited before that of the l}*rench 
tbemse!ves was demanded, though foreigners must have taken a 
less hopeful view than they of the situation of France, being less 
accustomed to wars and revolutions—seeing this, the supposition 
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is that the commissions must be rather large. The custom here- 

tofore has been to maintain profound secrecy on the precise sums 
accorded, though no attempt was made to deny that they were 
great ; and no doubt the Government at Tours will endeavour to 
| adhere to that custom. But the Republic is a régime of pub- 
licity, and the coming National Assembly will, we may be sure, 
inbist on having information. 

‘It was stated last week that in some places there is difficolty in 
| getting subscribed the loans which departments and municipalities 
| have resolved to raise for military and other purposes. In proof 
| of this statement, I may mention that the prefect of the Seine 
| Inferieure at Rouen hes within the last few days published an 
‘‘ienergetic appeal to the patriotism of the inhabitants” (his own 

words) to subscribe 2,000 obligations of 500f, formiag the second 
| part of the Departmental loan. He hopes, he say*, “‘ that every- 
_ one will understand the exigencies of the situation, and will con- 
| sider it an honour to second in the measure of his power the 
| Government of the Republic in the heavy task of which it has 
| accepted the responsibility.” 
| ‘The Government at Tours has d:creed that the Bank of Algeria 
may issue 34,000,000f of notes instead of 24,000,000f, the amount 
| fixed when it was authorised to suspend cash payments ; and that 
| it may employ notes of 10f. Now that this latter measure has 
| been adopted for the Algeria Bink, we may perhaps expect to see 
it extended to or imposed on the branches of the Bank of France. 
| It would be of more general utility than the expedients for creating 
| sma! notes employed in different localities, especially as the incon- 
|, venience arising from the scarcity of coin and petty billets is more 
likely to increase than to diminish. 


| Some time back, as you were informed, the band of Red men 
| who bave set up a Government of their own at Lyons, decreed a 
| special tax on the capital of real and personal property. The 
|| Government at Tours, after much solicitation and hesitation, has 


| annulled the decree for the reason that “the central authorities 





























alone have the right to modify the imposition and levying of 

taxes.” This measure ought to have been taken long ago, but 

| truth is, tbe people at Tours were afraid of the Reds at Lyons. 
The question now is, will they be obeyed? A great change must 
have taken place in the Lyonnese if they are. 

The question of the delays accorded for the payment of com- 
mercial bills, or, to speak more correctly, of legal proceedings 
respecting those not paid, continues to be Ciscussed with profound 
interest in manufacturing and trading towns. The delays are 
energetically condemned by people who have bills to receive, and 
energetically applauded by those who have them to pay. These 
latter, not content with the successive prolongations granted, are 
now praying a further delay of three, four, or even six, months 
after the war. Persons claiming to act in their name have gone 

| te Tours, and are representing that it is absolutely impossible for 





fcuy-fifths of the commercia! community to meet their bills at 
the expiration of the delays fixed. At this new demand, manu- 
facturers, merchants, and bankers are in dismay. They have 
already, they say, been grievously inconvenienced by the non- 
payment of what is due to them. They affirm that the greater 
art of the people owing bills, especially in the provinces not 
invaded, are perfectly capable of paying ; but that they prefer to 
keep their money idle, or to employ it in other purposes. 
Bankers add that unless their portfolios be relieved of the mass 
of unpayed paper they contain, they can make no more discounts. 
Merchants and manufacturers say that, without payment, they 
cun supply no more goods, and that their commerce will be 
entirely suspended.

remained only one-third of the total amount to be got in.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade have received from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
two despatches from Her Majesty’s Consul at Rome, reporting—Firstly. 
That the Custom-house line which divided the Roman provinces from 
the other provinces of the King of Italy has been suppressed, and that 
the Customs tariff at present in force in the Kingdom of Italy will, after 
the Ist November, 1870, come into operation in the Roman provinces. 
Secondly. That in accordance with a Royal order, the following laws 
are published in Rome and the Roman provinces:—The law of 24th 
August, 1862, for the unification of the monetary system. The law of 
21st July, 1866, approving the Monetary Convention of the 23rd De- 
cember, 1865. Until, however, new dispositions came into force, the 
Pontifical Edict of 18th June 1866, will continue to have effect, but only 
so far as it concerns the legal currency of gold, silver, and bronze pieces 
of papal coinage named in that Edict. :

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The cultivation of tea in Eastern India commenced about 40 years azo 
and originated in the discovery of the indigenous plant in Assam in 1830. 
Thence it was introduced into Cachar and Darjeeling, and so on into “he 
hills of the North-West, where the first crop of tea obtained in 1843 in 
Kumaon was so successful as to lead to further extension of the Govern- 
ment plantations. When Lord Dalhousie visited in 1852 ‘he 
authorised the establishment of an extensive plantation at Holton, which 
in 1860 produced 29,312 Ibs of tea, that yielded an average of 2s od 
pound when sold by ‘public auction, and 3s 4$d by private sale. Thi 
plantation has now passed into private hands, seedlings having oo. 
given from it gratuitously year by year. All the chief plantations now 
flourishing are situated in the lower slopes of the snowy range of 
Chumba, at elevations of from 2,500 ft to 5,000 ft above the sea. They 

are 19 in‘number, the area of the largest being 8,708 acres, the area 
actually under tea cultivation 2,635 acres. The gross aggregate produce 
in the season of 1868 was 241,332 Ibs of tea, the average produce being 
91-6 per acre, and the average price realised by sale 2s 2d perlb. The 
cost of production and manufacture on a plantation which produces 
about 190 Ibs or 200 lbs per acre may be set down at 1s per Ib. The 
small area actually under cultivation is said to be a healthy sign, for the 
last official report remarks that “ it is the too rapid formation of exten- 
sive unmanageable estates that has led in some measure to the disas- 
trous results of tea cultivation in parts of Assam. The four markets 
for the sale of Kangra are the London, the local European, the Iccal 
native, and the Central Asian markets, of which the fourth is by far:the 
most profitable. Umritsur is the great mart for the tea supply of Upper 
India and Central Asia, and there is an easy route, via Jamvo and Cesh- 
mere and Ladakh, and the Eastern Prorinces of Central Asia, via Cabool, 
to the Great Central Asian marts of Herat, Khiva, Bokhara, and 
Samarcand, and via Kurrachee to the ports in the Persian Gulf. There 
are only two Kangra plantations now in the possession of the Govern- 
ment, and these will be sold at a favourable opportunity, and the ex- 
periment of inangurating the cultivation of tea in India having been

In 1860, bullion had been largely leaving the Bank for a 
few weeks, chiefly, it was supposed, on account of France, owing 
to an imperfect harvest there; and a rise in the rate of dis- 
count, which actually occurred the following week, was appre- 
hended. 

In 1867, expectations were entertained that ihe rate of 
discount, which had been 2 per cent. for a long time, was 
likely soon to rise, owing to the increasing demand for 
money. 

In 1868, an expectation similar to that prevailing at the 
same period in 1867 again existed, and a few weeks after the 
rate was raised. More confidence was beginning to be felt in 
the reality of a commercial revival after the long depression 
which had prevailed. 

In 1869, the Bank rate was raised from 24 to 3 per cent., 
but there was little apprehension of a farther rise. There was 
a good demand for money, but a great accumulation of bullion 
both in England and France. There was great distress in 
Lancashire, owing to the competition of manufacturers for a 
scanty supply of cotton, and many mills were running short 
time or being stopped. But business generally was steady 
and improving.

and the difficulties which the German Government would 
have in withdrawing from France; and tbe result is 
that on the first hint of peace the attention of inves- 


description of security. It is all but certain that the amount 
of the new loans which would at once be necessary on the 
conclusion of peace would be- very large; but the feeling 
prevails that the competition of the new loans with the older 
stocks, which would so far depreciate the latter, will be more 
than counterbalanced by the return of confidence and the 
prospect of a long peace as a necessary consequence of the 
French overthrow.

with the currency, and also to some extent to the burden of taxa- 
tion, which is now made more noticeable by the filling off in 
traffic from other causes. Monetary affairs present little change 
since our last writing. Currency continues in liberal supply at 5 
to 6 per cent. on call, and 7 to 9 per cen’. discount of mercantile 
paper. The gold premium has vibrated between 112} to 1133, 
with a pretty good demand for duties, and little or no speculative 
excitement. Foreign exchange has weakened a trifle under the 
high rates for gold loans, as high as one-fourth of one per cent. a 
day having been charged at times.

Messrs Alex. Collie and Co. received the following telegram 
from Manchester yesterday :—Notwithstanding the more pacific 
news from the continent, buyers are not disposed to enter into 
further contracts.

There is a steady demand for noils and 
brokes of the lower description. In yarns there is ra'her more 
inquiry on export account, especially in 30's super and 2%’ single, 
though business is checked by the inability of spinners to yield 
to the low offers made. Quotations, especially in 30's super, are 
again the turn dearer. ‘There is rather more inquiry for carded 
yarns. The piece-market is quieter. Prices are firm. 


BirMincHaM.—On the average, it is estimated that the forges 
and mills in this district are not making more than four to four- 
and-a-half days’ work per weck, and except in one or two in- 
stances where large armour-plates are produced, the manufacture 
is virtually limited to hoops, gas, strip, and the smaller varieties

AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 


New York, Friday, Oct. 21.—The market for breadstuffs this 
past week has been fairly active, with flour and wheat showing 
some improvement. Flour has arrived but moderately for the 
season, and of the receipts only a part have been offered on the 
market for sale, the remainder being sent to store for higher 
prices. The demand has been good for the home and coastwise 
trade, and latterly there has been more inquiry from shippers, 
which, with the small quantity offered, have caused a pretty cqn- 
siderable advance in prices; most decided, however, on the lower 
grades ftom winter wheat, which have become comparatively 
scarce. Very little round hoop Ohio can be beught under $.6.25 ; 
the business in shipping extras has been mainly in good lines of 
shipping extras from spring wheat at $5.75 to $5.80. Wheat has 
come forward frecly, and if is expected that after this week the 
receipts will be very liberal. The demand hes been good for ex- 
port, stimulated by a steady rise in Liverpool, whence considerable 
speculative activity is reported, with an advance to 103 per cental 
for our new spring wheat, which seems to be regarded with much 
favour. Still, the extreme views of holders, together with an 4d- 
vance in ocean freights, have checked the business. At the West, 
the-receipts have been very liberal, and these, with a further in- 
crease of cost of transportation to the Eastern markets, have 
caused a decline at Chicago and Milwaukee, but in reality the 
cost of laying down here has been increased, and stocks show 
further accumulation. Corn has been pressed for sale, and prime 
boatloads of Western mixed forced down to 82c, from which there 
is a slight recovery, closing to-day at 83c. An effort to effect an 
advance iu oats, in consequence of an anticipated falling off in the 


receipts, has not been successful, and the close is dull and un- 
settled. .
